Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner Ouellette and Mr. Swantz discussed the sited prior art and 
how it read on the claimed invention. Examiner Ouellette suggested amending the independent claims with detailed 
subject matter from the specification to overcome the sited prior art. 
The following is possible allowable subject matter (possible amendment): 

Obtaining patient weight data from two or more "teams" directly (over the network) from the patient's scale, 
comparing/analyzing automatically obtained weight data (as previously claimed) to determine an aggregate value 
(based on height and weight), and announcing statistical results and a weight loss winning team (with prizes/benefits) 
on a television show (pg.5). 
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
